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Continuation of 1 3. Ottier: Ttie amendments to tlie claims do not put the claims in condition for allowance as the claim recites that the 
outer rail has a yield point exceeding that of the base rail. The outer rail of Pelletier is constructed of stainless steel while the base rail is 
constructed of aluminum, the applicant argues that these two materials have yield points opposite of the instant claims. According to the 
Machinery's Handbook 25th edition (1996) p. 193 Aluminum is shown to have a yield point of 60 with stainless steel having a yield point of 
78 therefore exceeding the yield point of aluminum. Applicant appears to argue both the yield point and yield strength as if they are the 
same. While the two are related they are in fact considered separate properties of a material. 
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
